Dr. Myron Smith, prominent 
authority on Islamic architecture, 
last night addressed a public gat> 
herlng on the Architecture of Is- 
lam as a Cultural Expression. 
Dr. Smith discussed the cvo- 

, lution of Islamic architecture from 

' the simple open-field mosques to 
such present-day structures as the 
Taj Mahal. He mentioned the 
growing wealth of the people and 

\ their desire to use this wealth to 
build palaces and mosqiies. He 
showed how the life and religion 
of the Moslems afftcted their modo 
and tastes in building both their 
simple houses and their monument- 
al structures. 

No Restrictions 
Although the Koran itself con- 

\ tains no restrictions on building, 
the people were wont to continue 

i^in their simple way orf life and 
this is reflected in their dwellings. 
At first, the constructing of mo- 
numents oyer graves was dis- 
couraged; later these monuments 
became more plentiful. Dr. Smith 
stated that some of the finest 
monuments are the memorial struc- 
tures and cited as an example the 
Taj Mahal. 

Dr. Smith spoke of mosques in 
Persia and India and UlMtrated 
his poinU with coloured 'slices. ''

MATTER OF PRINCIPAL 

A recent SEC meeting brought to light a constitutional phrasing 
that in effect gave the executive of religious and national campus 
clubs unlimited powers for deciding membership.

The former situation, which hod existed until the SEC ruling, 
is analogous to a judicial system which contained no written laws, 
but depended upon a judge with powers to pass sentence according to 
personal definitions.

In the Students' Society the situotion of course was not nearly 
OS drostic. Indeed it is doubtful whether the amendment will have 
any practical significance. However there was a matter of principal 
involved and its clarification, no matter how incidental, was a neces- 
sary undertaking.

Among the great mass of ma- 
terial that has been uncovered, 
there are à great many small frag- 
ments, and the problem of fitting 
them together resembles a jig- 
saw puzzle. The first finds, made 
in the Qumrun Caves in 1047, 
were much more complete than the 
latest. The scrolls were wrapped 
in linen and stored in jars, and 
were thus in a reasonably well- 
preserved state.
